The representative of the Pacific 


Coast Fuel Trust, the Western Fuel 
Company, who has been offering to 
deliver imported coal he're for $16 a 
ton, 
held a meeting during the day 


with local coal dealers to whom he 
explained his proposition. 
Later in 


the day he continued on his way to' 
Carson and Virginia City, where he 
expects to make additional contracts. 
He gave the Reno coal dealers until 
September 1 to accept his proposition, 
which is, in its essence, that they shall 
contract with the company he repre- 
sents for thoir winter's supply of coal 
at $12 and $13 f. o. b. San Francisco. 
Adding the freight of 54 a ton this 
would mean that the fuel would cost 
from$16 to ?17 in Reno. 
_^ 


Further Complications'. 


The situation was still further com- 


plicated by the arrival here yesterday 
morning, from Goldfield, of J. M. Her- 
bert and John R. Searles. 
Mr. Her- 


bert is prominently identified with the 
Colorado Ftift &'Iron Company, while 
Mr. Searles is the general manager of 
the Daisy Gold Mining Syndicate, of 
Goldfield. 
In an interview with a 


Journal representative, these gentle- 
men said:. 


'•'We : are prepared to remove tho 


last danger of a fuel famine in Nevada 
this coming winter. 
We have the 


coal, and we can get it transported. 
We have just closed contracts for 
40,000 tons to be used in Goldfield and 
Tonopah .and by the Tonopah & Gold- 
field railroad, and arc here for the 
purpose of closing contracts with local 
dealers, expecting to place from 25,- 
000 to. 35,000 tons in this market for 
supplying Reno, Carson, Virginia, and 
the towns on the southern branch as 
far south as Mina. 


"The coal we propose to deliver is a 


Colorado product, tho various grades 
being known as Pocahontas, Sunshine 
and Baldwin. 
It is mined on the 


western slope of Colorado, and except 
for the semi-anthracite of the Crested 
Butte district, there is no better coal 
to be had west of the Mississippi 
river. 


Guaranteed Cars. 


"We intend operating in Nevada 


under the name of the Nevada Fuel 
Supply Company, and while we would 
like to make contracts with the Reno 
dealers, we shall not hesitate about 
shipping coal for this market. 
We 


have a total of 75,000 tons under con- 
tract, and are guaranteed the cars to 
transport it to Nevada so as to deliver 
the entire quantity between August 1 
and April 1. The first shipment' for 
Reno will leave the mines on Friday, 
and should we not succeed in making

Judge Dodge appeared before, the. 


city council last evening, after the 
license bill had been passed to its 
second reading, and offered for the 
consideration of the members a peti- 
tion ami resolution, asking the grant 
of a franchise to a heating and re- 
frigerating company, of which B. L. 
Bingham is the president and Fred 
Grob the secretary. 
The franchise 


asked for embodies the right to lay 
such pipes and wire systems as may 
be necessary for distributing heat and 
refrigeration about th-j city. 


The Proposition. 


Judge Dodge explained the objects 


of the privileges asked for, by saying ! 
that the time was here . when all 
things wero being >donc on the most] 
economic 
basis possible, and that 


heating and refrigerating were among 
the things of great import to the city, 
and that the company asking for the 
franchise, proposed, if allowed to, to 
give the residents heat and refrigera- 
tion at a much less cost than they 
were now paying for it. 
He asked 


that the resolution be passed at the 
present meeting, as it would have to 
be. advertised 
four weeks before it 


would be possible for the council to 
grant the franchise and the early ad- 
vertising would greatly expedite mat- 
ters for the company, some of whom 
&fe anxious to go east, and if the mat- 
ter could be stai'ted" tfeforc' they left,; 
they could be prepared to make the'ir 
preliminary arrangements at an ear- 
lier date than would otherwise be 
possible. 


Councilmen Quinn and Nelson both 


objected, on the ground that both 
Councilmen 
Kinney 
and 
Jameson 


were away, ajid the matter was finally 
laid pver till the next regular meeting 
of the -council, which occurs August 
12. 


Competition Suggested. 


Attorney 
General 
Stoddard 
was 


present and said that he represented 
the Pacific ICG & Cold Storage Com- 
pany, incorporated last fall, and that 
if the present franchise asked for 
was to be acted upon at the next 
meeting he would like to know it, as 
his company had prepared a similar 
resolution and petition, and he should 
like to be present when this one came 
up for action. 


These matters disposed of, Council- 


man Fitzgerald stated he had been 
at work for the city every day during 
the past month, that he had furnished 
his own horse and buggy, and .that at 
the salary he was being paid, he did 
not feel disposed to go on at that rate. 
If the council saw fit to raise his sal- 
ary (if such action were possible), he 
would be willing to go on devoting 
his time to the work of the sewer and 
street department, but otherwise he 
would not.

Under the direction of Dr. J. E. 


Stubbs, official head of the University 
of Nevada, and representative of the 
Board of Regents, men hired by him

inues the delays, and he said work 
would have to bo done immediately, 
or he will take a hand to have the 
building completed.

The brief telegram,, hot from the 


wire, said: "Britt wins'decision." 


One mighty cheer went up from the 


Renoites. 
Even the ladies who stood 


on the sidewalk across" the street! 
waved their hands enthusiastically. 


Inside the office the telephone rang 


constantly, and reporters sitting at 
their 
typewriters 
were 
prevented 


more than 
a hundred times 
from 


turning in "copy" when it was due. 
But satisfaction was found in this:

He found 
his man almost at will, and from the 
tap of the opening gong to the end of 
the last round there was -no lack of 
steam in his blows. •" It anything, Jie 
showed up stronger in the last five 
rounds, than in the first 15, while, in.

affiliated with the Colorado Fuel & Iron Company, on 
the other, to actually deliver coal here under contracts 
that exact famine prices. 


The thing that most interests Reno is: 
From which source are we to draw our supply? 
It must be patent that given the cars, "and a reason- 


ably prompt movement of them, the Wyoming mines 
with which Mr. Stewart is dealing, and the Webber 
mines in Utah, cpuld furnish Reno with a fuel supply 
for the winter at a saving of from $5 to $7 a ton over 
the price asked by the trust and speculators; also, that 
given the cars, the Berkeley dealer could do the same 
thing. 


Remembering the fact that the first warnings of the 


impending fuel famine came from the Southern Pacific 
railroad, and that the advice was imparted by that road 
to buy imported coal, this question becomes pertinent. 


What understanding exists between the Southern 


Pacific railroad and the Western Fuel Company by which 
the latter concern is enabled to guarantee delivery here 
when the railroad company gives notice that coal can- 
not be obtained to the east? 
If the railroad company 


has the cars for the trade of the Western Fuel Company, 
which is asking $16 a ton f. o. b. Reno, why has it not 


j the cars for the mines with which Mr. Stewart is dealing, 


i and for the Webber Coal Company, which offer fuel at 


$10 to ?12 a ton f. o. b. Reno. 


And how does it come about that the Colorado specu- 


lators are able to guarantee absolute delivery, to boast 


^ that they have the cars and the power to have them 


As between saving waitresses and corraling the votes, j movcc1' almost in the same breath that they are asking 


Reno to buy their coals at $17.50 a ton. 


Look at it from every conceivable angle, and alb-ays 


there is the suspicion that the railroad company is in 
league with the concerns that are asking famine prices. 


Else why is it not possible for the other concerns, 


ahead and contract for Reno's fuel supply on the terms 
they declare they are willing to make? The whole mat- 
ter comes back to one of car service, the device by which 
the railroads persistently manage to benefit the favored 
and crush the outsiders. 
The arrogance of the fuel 


trust's proposition would disappear if the car service i 
were equal to all shippers, and the Colorado speculators 
would quickly put the knife through the prices they are 
endeavoring to exact if car service from the east was 
equal to all shippers. 


As the situation stands, three outside concerns are 


offering Reno a fuel supply at a reasonable price, while

Twenty-five dollar coal seemed a cer- 


tainty when The Journal brought the matter to the at- 
tention of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
accomplished a reduction of the freight rate on imported 
coal moving eastward from San Francisco to H.eno from 
S6.30 to $4 a ton/ Scarcely had this reduction been pub- 
lished than there appears in Reno the representative of 
the Western Fuel Company, the fuel trust of the Pacific 
Coast. 
This gentleman seems possessed of a wild desire 


to close contracts without the slightest delay, and he 
has impressed it upon the local dealers that the tru«t 
will sell them all the coal that may be needed by Beno 
at a price which will permit it to be laid down here for 
from $16 to 517 a ton, only the contracts must be exe- 
cuted before September 1. Having given Beno this notice 
of famine prices for winter fuel bought in the summer 
time, this particular philanthropist moves on to Carson, 
and Virginia, in a laudablo effort to avert a fuel famine, 
for 512 per ton, in those cities. 


Almost simultaneously with his onward march, two 


representatives of the Nevada Fuel Supply Company ap- 
pear in Reno, and offer to contract to furnish from 25,000 
to 35,000 tons of Colorado coal at $17.50 delivered in 
Reno. 
These two philanthropists also want immediate 


contracts, else they will endeavor to capture the market 
by shipping their coals here and having the first available 
supply, their claim being that they can command cars, 
and the movement of them, so as to make certain de- 
liveries 


Down in Berkeley is a man who offers high grade 


domestic and steam coal at $12 to $13 a ton delivered in 
Reno, while former City Engineer Stewart, from the 
mines in Wyoming, telegraphs that all the coal Reno 
and adjacent cities may need during the winter can be 
procured at a price which will permit its delivery in this 
city for from $11 to $12 a ton. < 


To add to the complexity of the situation, Mr. Boy 


Ridge is in receipt of a communication from the Webber 
Coal Company, with mines at Coalville, Utah, in which 
that company offers coal at $4 f. o. b. the mine, the price 
laid down in Reno being, approximately, $10 a ton. 


Certainly, from an examination of these figures, one 


is led to the belief that there is something not altogether 
free from odor in connection with this problem of 
supplying Reno with fuel for the ensuing winter. 


How did it come about that the Southern Pacific in- 


formed Reno that it should depend on imported coal for 
fuel supply when Mr. Stewart, from Wyoming, and the 
Webber Coal Company, in Utah, both declare that all 
the coal the city, and adjacent cities, need can be pro- 
cured there? How^does it happen that the representa- 


Fuel & Iron Company each produce heavy tonnage for 
the railroads, and are, therefore, able to demand of, and 
receive from the railroad companies such cars as they 
may require, and to have those cars moved promptly. 
It is the consideration which the railroads show for the 
heavy shippers. On the other hand are the three outside 
concerns, with no particular pull. And between those 
factors stands Reno, a victim of attempted extortion be- 
cause of the railroad policy of favoring the big shipper 
and choking the little fellows out of every prospective 
market. 


Two things are to be taken from this. 
One of these 


is that Beno should not be overly hasty about signing 
contracts for coal at famine prices. 
Thf other is that 


the situation as it is presented now should be taken up 
by the Nevada Commercial League, and the intervention 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission requested to the 
end that the Utah and Wyoming mines which offer Reno 


of appeals also annulled this trial 
In 1905 an appeal was made to the' 
federal courts, but the United States 
supreme court sent tfte case back to 
the Kentucky state courts as having 
full jurisdiction. 


The feeling of bitterness and parti-

provide storage facilities, and "our- 
selves engage in the business of sup- 
plying the local demand." 


Asked as to the price he proposed 


to chargo for this coal, _J.o the.con- 
sumer, Mr. Herbert replied that he 
was ready to contract for its delivery I 
at $17.SO a ton, or at a figure which I 
would equalize the price quoted by 
the Pacific Coast Fuel Trust on im- 
ported coal laid down here. 


"At present we . are compelled to 


pay a freight rate of $9 a ton from 
Grand Junction, Col., to Reno. This, 
with the rate to Grand Junction from 
the mines makes the total transporta- 
tion charge about $10 a tun. We can 
get this rate reduced if the people of 
Reno will back us up in a fight against 
the Southern Pacific, and such reduc- 
tions as are madd in the freight rate 
would, of course, be reflected in the 
price made to consumers. But we are 
not going to hesitate about theso 
things. We shall ship the coal in at 
once, and while others may be striv- 
ing .to capture this market, we feel 
certain that wo are the only people 
who can absolutely guarantee delivery 
on the fuel."

RAMSEY, Nev., July 29.—It will 


be possible from 'now on to make note 
of regular monthly consignments of 
ore from this district, and it is also 
safe, to state that a constant increase 
of_ tonnage..will be recorded. While 
the Ramsey-Comstock mine,, known 
as the Lucky Boy, is furnishing the 
material just at present, there are 
several other properties that are in 
such condition that no. great' length 
of time will be needed for them to 
add their pro rata to the tonnage 'of 
high grade that will be sent to the 
reduction works. 


For the past few days big teams 


have been hauling ore to Apache and 
already have the greater part of a 
carload piled alongside the track. In 
the next few days th'e. consignment 
will be loaded and another lot will 
immediately follow, it being- the in- 
tention Of the company to make the 
shipments continuous.

Fifty-two thousand eight hundred 


and 
forty-one pieces of registered 


mail were handled in the local post- 
offlec during the flrst six months -of 
the present year. 
During'the entire 


12 months ending June 30, 1906, 11,- 
304 pieces of the same class of mat- 
ter passed through the hands of the 
clerks. 


The-sale of stamps amounting to $5,- 


499.38 during the first three months 
of 1904, has advanced to $14,127.25 
during the three months ending June 
30, 1907. 


Again, the municipal commercial 


licenses have increased 50 percent 
during the last year, totalling $6,384,- 
50 for July, 1907. 


Summarized, these are the statistics 


compiled by The Journal yesterday as 
indicative of the growth of Reno since 
"The Awakening," 


The figures were gathered from the 


official records o£ the postofflce and 
from the books of the city clerk's of- 
fice. 


So rapid has been the progress of 


this city as a center of activity in, the 
intermountain region that the postof- 
fice has been raised to the first-class. 
The postoflice here is now the deposi- 
tory for the postal money order funds 
from all parts of Nevada.

[time in more than 30 years a patrol- 
man 
had been adjudged guilty of 


cowardice. He is Stephen S. Walsh, 
who fled from an armed man who iha-cl 
shot and killed a woman. 


Loses His Shield. 


The keen interest with which the 


the unusual case was followed rose to 
a point of dramatic intensity when 
Police Commissioner' Bingham, who 
had presided personally at the trial, 
announced in a voice choked with 
emotion that 
the 
charge 
against 


Walsh had been proved. 


When the commisisoner turned to 


Inspector Richard Walsh, in whose 
district Stephen Walsh was a patrol- 
man, but who is no'relative o£ the dis- 
missed man, and directed the inspec- 
tor to strip Walsh ot his shield and 
uniform buttons, so that he migiht not 
even 
leave 
the 
trial-room 
with 


the emblems of his former position as 
policeman in good standing on his 
pel-son. The crowd looked on in won- 


j der. and excitement as 
the inspector 


advanced to perform his unpleasant 
work. 


The dismissed man stood still and 


offered no resistance as the shield was 
unpinned from his breast, but when 
the inspector started to detach the 
buttons of t.he uniform Stephen Walsh 
stepped back and appealed to his at- 
torney against any 'further humila- 
tion being put upon him in the pres- 
ence of his former comrades. 


Ejected from Building-. 


Commissioner Bingham, who was 


laboring under great excitement, then 
interposed and directed the inspector 
to conduct his former subordinate to 
the steps of the police building- anrl 
eject him. Walsh offered no .resis- 
tance and went with the inspector to 
the outer doorway, where he was for- 
mally directed to leave the building. 
Throughout the unusual proceeding 
he appeared composed. 


•As ho was being escorted from the 


court room, Commissioner Bingham, 
with a. wave of his'hand, indicated 
that he desired the other men in uni- 
form to remain. 
"Come up close in' 


front all you rrien in uniform;" said 
the commissioner in." a very husky 
voice, while his'eyes .brimmed with 
tears.

No Room for Cowards.

I have a word to say to,you all, 


but I,can scarcely say it," he went on. 
"My cheeks have burned with shame 
here even to think o£ a charge of 


j cowardice being preferred against a 
| man in this department. It has been 
| our pride to say that whatever faults 
there may have been, there was no 
cowardice in this department. I gave 
the accused in this case every chance 
to defend himself, .but it has been, 
clearly proved that he failed just at 
the moment when he should not have 
failed. 
This thing must never happen 


again, while you. and I are together. 
Tou must forget this, but you. mtist 
remember the proud 
record of 30 


years during which not one man in 
the many thousands failed to do his 
duty in the face of danger." 


Stephen "Walsh was one of the two 


men against whom 
a 
charge 
of 


cowardice was made last week when 
Frank -Warner was permitted to es- 
cape 'after 
killing Esther- Norlin'g. 


Before Warner was captured he shot 
and mortally wounded John C. Wilson- 
and terrorized hundreds of persons.
